now follow their ſteps, and ay night and day, chat the 
Lord would be pleaſed to ſlay his heavie hand, far man) 
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cember 1652, and immediately after this vernal ingreſſe 
publikely appear tho:e admirabie and rare events ſigni- 
fied by the Eclipſe of the Sun, Auguſt 2. 16 54. and by the 
conjunct ion of Saturn and Mars, which happened in the 
moneth of Decemberin the ſame year, whoſe ſad influence 
now . operates vigorouſly in all Cities, Countries and pla- 
ces of Ewrope, producing wonderful mutations in ings 
domes and Common wealths, bur eſpecially Kome, Kenice, 
and the whole Province of 4taly, arc threatened with utter 
deſtruQ ion, and nothing but miſcries, calamitics, and affli- 
dions are de ſigned to befall their inhabitants: neither are 
ve wholly excluded ſrom their malicious effects: for if we 
do but withs judic ĩous eye obſcrve the Planets as they are 
poſited at this revolution, and compare this with preſenc 
politure with the effeAs of the great Solar Eclipſe and a. 
ther conjunRions and configurations of See tlcſtial bo- 
dies now operating , we ſla ll finde our ſelves mainly con- 
cerned by their influence, ard ſhall likewiſe diſcerne grand 
mutations, and ſuperlative alterations to he near at hand 
and approaching. P | 

For at the time of the Suns ingreſſe into the Cardinal 
Fgne Aries, the major part of the Planers ate immovable 
fgnes, and poſited in Cadent houſes wherein they take no 
delight: befides,the angles of the ſigute are part movable, 
part fixed, ſo that this ycar there will happen many chan- 
ges and alterations in humane affairs; and indeed were 
not the Alendant fixed, | ſhould judge that the whole acti- 
ons of this year would prove various and unconſtant. 

But with Gods lance we will now come to explaine 
the Scheam, and treat of the ſeveral poſitions of the Pla» 
neu, that ſo we may be the better able ro give the world an 
account ofthoſe Tranſcendent and notable act ions which 
are defigned tobe maniſeſted in all Countries this preſent 
Jear 1655. | 

Firſt, we will begin with the ſuperiour Planet Satan, 
whom find in four degrees and 52 minutes of Vnge, an 
earthly ſign and feminine, batren, & Nocturnal, the mee 
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houſe of Mercury ; he being poſited in the ſecond houſe 
ofthe heavens, and the Moon ſeparating from him. | 

Saturn by his poſition in Vigo prenotes a famine and 
ſcarcity of corn and ſuch grain as ſerve for the ſuſtenance 
of man, for Saturn is ef a malevolent nature, and by his 
unluckje preſence in that fign imports a great dearth 4 and 
indeedie have great cauſe in Arc to miſtruſt that ſuch like 
misfortunes will beride us. by rcaſcn of that meeting which 
Satum had with 31avs the laft year in the ſame ſign, which 
conjunction ſignified barrenneſſe of the earth, and many 
afflictions to mankind, 

Saturn by his poſition in an earthly ſign further inti- 
mares terrible carthquakes and gapings of the earth, where. 
by many great Cities and buildings will be deſtroyed and 
laid level with the ground: and being in the ſecond houſe 
he acts his malice vigorouſly upon the commonalry , and 
rells us that men will be made poor, the farmer imporer- 
iſhed, and want of money amongſt the common people: 
it's moſt certain that this year will be verie bad fot the far- 
mer, and thoſe that lead a ſervile life, little is ro be gotten 
by reaſon the commodiries of rhe earth are threatened to be 
verie unfruitful. N ; 

Si S turnus fuerit in ſecunda domo ſigni ſicat diminutis. 
nem in ſubflantia, & in bominibus pattrertatem, damnumin 
magiſteria & mercibus pertinentibus ad Saturnum &. When 
Sau x ſhall be unfortunate in the ſecond houſ: (it ſigaiſ- 
eth laĩ h Haly) diminution and loſſe of ſubſtance, men thall 
be poor and not able to ſubſiſt: great dammage both to Mas 
giſtrates and people, penutic and want of thoſe things nou- 
riſhed by the earth, But as Sazurn is Lord of the ſixth and 
ſeventh houſes, and noſt unfortunate ly placed in the ſe- 
cond, he may fore-thew that thieves and high-way-men 
will be troubleſome to the common people, and that nanic 
of their ſervants will prove pilferers, and waſte their ma- 
ſters ſtock, ot that by reaſon of thoſe terrible diſeaſes which 
ſhall abound amongſt us this year , people will conſume 


theic ( abſtance in ſecking remedies for their diſeaſed 
friends;

ſtiends; many men will be cozoned and cheated of theit 
ſtoc k, aud their goods by violence will be taken away: Sa- 
turn is peregrine, weak and unfortunately placed, there - 
fore thoſe evils intended againſt us by him will be the more 
forcible : but the moſt material accidents fignificd by him, 
ſtall happen upon the fruits of the earth, little graſſe muſt 
weex;c this year, and in many places cattle will be ſtar- 
ved tor want ot ſtover, the fruits ot the earth will be un- 
wholſome and putrefactive and nipping fioſts ſhall be in 
the ſpring, [mall gaine or profit ſhall the countrey people 
receive from their labour:. 

Sly rreacherics and treaſons will be very frequent this 
year, & men generally will ſeek ro deceive one another, for 
cauda Draconis is onthe Cuſps of the aſcendant, which im- 
ports cheating and cozening : and that divers men will be 
betrayed in their counſels, and the ſecrets of their minds 


+ will be laid open by thoſe whom they moſt confide in: it 


further imports, that manic lyars and flanderers will a- 
bound, and that it will be very difficult to finde an honeſt 
man from a kna ve: it al ſo tels us of much wranglings and 
brawlings berwec n the common people : true it is, Cauda ſu 
near the aſcendant ipeaks ot many great Calamities and 
rizfortuncs to bei ide the commonalicy, and that they muſt 
labour under many miſer ies, viz. be moleſted with Epide- 
micaldiſcaſes, as the Peſtilence, mall · ox, &c. alſo bad 
crops ef corne, and loſſe of their cattle, 

But what will now befal the Cities of Pars, Lyons, and 
Tho'oſe ? certainly thee ſhall be ſenſible this year of great 
afflid ions: and an extreme famine ſhall be in thoſe Cities: 
oh! the horrible calauuties intended g gainſt their inhabi- 


tanto, violent Earthquakes in or near thoſe places: the ef + 


tes of Saturn will now appear, he ſigniſeth miſeries, ca- 

ities, povertie, depopulations, penurie, fears, exiles, 

ſcarcity of fruit, and many more evils he pottends: now 

being in as carthly ſigne he afllicti the earth with cold and 
drineſſe, and cauſeth hail and v;olent flormes, 

Let us now conſider Jupiter as he iv poſited at this revo- 
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lution, and in ſo doing we ſhall finde him to bein four de- 
grees and 48 minutes of Aries the houſe of Merz, and in 
th: termes of Saturn, 7 upite; being in the ninth houſe, and 
ſcarce departed from Venus: When Fupiter ſhall be in the 
ninth houſe he ſigniſieth a flouriſhing time for Religion 
{which | beſeech God grant) many religious orders ſhall 
be ordained and eſtabliſh: d, and the faihtfal Paſtours ſhall 
much rejoyce : $3 7ueiter furrit in none dend habcbunt ho- 
mines honum in itincrihus, & in mutandoſe de una don i 
alam, & ills qui vadunt, per mare evadent, ec. 

Withinfew years to come, Rome, that great City ſhall 
he laid waſte : ere a ſhort time be accompliſhed will choſe 
dark ſeniences ot d ctipture now remaining as hidden, be 
revealed and laid open: Nome muſt ſhortly forſake her re- 
lig ion: the Pope muſt down, and it ſeemes probable by the 
hea venus that Popery is breathing its laſt in all places of 
Europe : greatchanges are now at hand, and the effects of 
the Comet begin to make way for that holy frame of Go+ 
vernment which ere long thall be etected. True it is, Rome 
hath been a great while in —— „but now deſolation 
muſt ĩt expect: and the Sodomitical Citie Venice muſt un- 
doubtedly look to taſte of the fierce anger of the wrath of 
Cod now pouring forth upon that Citic and many others: 
the work when ere it comes, will be diſmal, but after cer« 
tain year»never more pleaſant : for after that warres are 
ended, and Rome fallen, then ſhall the holy Citie flouriſh 
and come into remembrance , and the Goſpel ſhall be 

reached all over the world, anda general converſion ſhall 
made by that famous Prince which is declared to come 
in the laſt times, &c. 

To proceed, Jupite- is Lord and Ruler ot the eighth 
houſe, and is now poſited in the ninth, ſhewing that this 
year many religious and godly men will be taken awayby 
death; and being in cumbuſtion he is in ſome meaſure af- 
flicted : So ihat much loſt and dammage will happen to 
profeſſots of the Law, Si quando Sol jungitur cum Jevt, 
fenificet quod recti homines & alc andy Judices _ 
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it damnum in lege, When Jupiter (hall be in con- 
junct ion with the Sun, it — great misfortunes 10 
— to Judges, and to all choſe that ſtudy and practiſe 
the Law 2 and indeed we have great reaſon to predict di- 
ſturbances about the Law , in that Jupiter is Lord of the 
ninth houſe, and is now afflited therein, arguing great 
affliction to Lawyers, and ſuch like men: the Law will te 
changed, and the abuſes thereof will be regularcd. 

wpiter allo repreſents Cardinals and Eceleſiaſtical 
men; from hence is fignified, that the Papiſtical Clergy 
ſhall like wiſe ſuffer as well as their maſt:r the Pope, and 
thatthe Cardinals and ſuch like men (hall qume be root» 
ed out: there will be changes in Religion, and altera- 
tions in Church - government: and all the world will be. 
hlled with adm ration at the down-fall of that great Citie, 
viz Rome, many high diviſions will be amongſt Ecelſi- 
aſtical men: and divers croſſe opinions about Religion: 
Let the Pope beware of poy ſon ot an untimely death: and 
let the reſt of his Prieſts beware of the like potion, for ma- 
ny calamities arc now intended to befall him and all his 
Church-men, & great diſturbances are like to be amongſt 
the Cardinals. 

We will now in the ne et place confider Mart as he is 
placed in the figure, and he thill be the wore narrowly 
viewed, becauſe in ſome manner he repreſents the Engliſh, 
Danes, French, and Germanes: Mars is in wwenty nine 
degrees and fix minutes of Segitary, the honſe of Jupiter, 
and a maſculine,fierie,commanding, violent ſigne, he is in 
the 6fth houſe, but much elongated from ihe cuſps of the 
hauſe:by this poſition of iars in a fierie, violent, command- 
ing ligne i» ſignĩſied, many enmities, diſorders, and con- 
teniions, fig hungs, barrels, Naughrers, and mic. h ſtrife in 
divers Countries: the Spaniard ſeemes offended, and war- 
like preparations all over Eure turbulent actions will 
be on foot this year in Spaine and Hunger), and the magni 
ficent Emperour of Germany will prove very unquiet; ma- 
ny croſſe buſineſſes will happen Northward and North - 
caſt, Very 
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Veryrtueitis, that Mars ina malicious aſpeR of $gl, 
may produce furious deſignes, and may ſtiite up mens ſpis 
rits todiſpute highly about former injuries; but I hope 
all things will go well with us, and although many ſecret 
combuſtions ſceme probable to be contriving; yet I truſt 
that the good hand of God gocs along with us, and that all 
matters wil tend to a happy concluſion; however people ate 
afraid of an invaſion from the North or North-caſt, 

When Mars ſhall be in the fifth houſe he imports much 
grief to women with childe, and threateneth abortion and 
hard labour to women in child beating, with the death of 
many ycung children; he further imports that the Mea- 
les and Small-pox will be very rife amongſt little chil. 
dren; alſo he fore ſheweth that many will prove diſobedi- 
ent to their parents, and conivme their ſubſtance by ungod- 
ly coutſes: he further alſo tels us of much drunkenneſſe, 
revellings, riotings, and wantonneſle, and iht people will 
be given to laſcivious living, following naughty wayes, 
contrary to their friends ad vice. 

But ars is Lord of the tenth houſe, and now afſlic: 
the Sunne, whereby is ſignified contentions and enmitics 
amongſt Magiſt:ates, for the medium Cel: repreſents Ru- 
lers, Governours, Lords, Earles, and Potentates, and the 
chiefeſt Magiſtraces in every Nation: and Mars at pre» 
ſent ſtrikes terrour to them all: 1 counſel the King ot 5/4's 
to look well about him, & conſider before he proceed 
Oh ! the lamentable devaſtacions in all Countrey s of the 
which Sein (hall have a ſhare : many Citie and Villages 
thall be deſtroyed by fire, and many miraculous caſua:tics 
Nall happen in divers places. 

At ars being at the Suns ingrefic in a violent ſigne, and 
in ſquare: the Sun, intormes the world of many great 
fights Northward, and of great ſlaughters of people in ma- 
ny Ceuntreys; alſo he Fenifieth great Tempeſts, tetti- 
ble thunder and lightnings to he ppen this vear, and fiety 
flifhings in the aire, with prodigious ſights : he further 
$1 ports ſtiife betucen Mag iſt rates, ſouldicis and commer - 
people, 
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people, quando Mars fuerit in quadratura vel oppoſits ſol us 
& rerolutio fuerit diurna, fiemficat bella, & inobtdientias 
degu, & quod Rex per det reguum ſuum: quod cog noſtes ex 
diviſione ſigni in quo fucrit Mars, &c. When Mars ſhall be 
in a quadrate or oppoſite AſpeR of the Sun, and the revo- 
lution be diurnal, (as this is) it Ggnifics warres, commoti-- 
ons, and much blood ſhed, and that people will be diſobe- 
dient to their Rulers : and that there will happen many in- 
ſurrections and tumults in divers Countreys ; and that 
there will be great diſturbances amongſt principal men, 
and high divihons amongſt great men: the ſouldier will 
be rampant, aud the commonalty much affli ed. 

But Hai proceeds further, and tells us, Si Mars ſu- 
trit in quit ta, laborabunt pregnantes, & accident the dan- 
1 & laborer ; and Mars being in the fifth houſe of the 
Heaven, and in acholerick ſigne may further import rob- 
beries, ſectet murthers, firing of Towncs, Cities and Ca- 
ſtles; and being in a hateful Aſpe ct of the Sun, may pro- 
duce warlike actions in the Northern parts; the North 
ſhall fight againſt the South; and the Southern Principa- 
lities ſhall end in duſt: Mars is in Sagiraty the aſcendant 
of dy tine, therefore that Nation will be very adive this 
year : Let the King of that large Dominion beware of a 
ſtab, and let him not upon a ſliglit occaſion wake warte 
with his neighbours, for it he doth, woful nuiſcrics will 
then befal him and all his people: Mars thicatens Collen 
and Bad: with fice, and imports wonderful misfortuncs to 
happen to the Inhabirants of thoſe Cities: he farther in 
formes us cf jars between the Magiſtrate ard ſouldier, for 
Mart is of a furious nature, at d cannot endure to be curbe 
— he will fight ſtoutly, and act his part vigorouſly,

Mars inſtantly after the Suns ingreſſe into Aries, en- 
ters Capricorn the night-houſe of Saturn, and the very 
lame ſigne whi: his now on the Cuſps of the Cx;h houſe, 
lo that we muſt undoubtedly expect violent peſtilencial 
diſcaſes to rage amongſt us this year; and indecd great 
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mortality is now threatened, and the Plague, ſmal Por, 
burning Fevers,and many other infectious diſcaſes are de-. 
ſigned ro deſtroy che lives of many thouſinds; Dem 4 
vertat. 

But let us further diſcover whar kinde of events are ſig - 
nified by the quadrature of Jol and Mars, avd amongſt the 
reſt let's hear again the opinion of Haly: Si fuerit Mars 
in quarta i Sole ſignificat quod erm! iner bomines placita 
& verba pauca, & quod inde ascidet erit coopertum & ec 
cultum, at ſi fuerit I ſua decima, firnificat quod reges con- 
mitient inj iſtitias & delidta, & extorquebunt injuſle, ac a> 
cident combaſtiones aers in vegetabilib as, &c. 

I thall now paſſe by Mars, and come to Sol the bright 
ſhining Lamp of Heaven, who is now entering his exalt- 
tion, and is climbing up to the Cuſps of the tenth houſe; 
but is in the ninth at this revolution : & is much afflided 
by Mars, and is haſtening to d ſturb ſuyiter, intending to 
meet him in the fix degrees of Aries, he is Lord of the firſt 
houſe of the Heavens, which houſe repreſents the parti» 
cular ſtate of the commonalty. 

Sol being at this revolution in the ninth houſe declares 
that many wholſome Lawes ſhall be eſtabliſhed by our 
Governours ; and that men will honour and love the Law, 
and delight in thoſe Statures that ſhall be made and or- 
dained : he further imports that Miniſters, Scholars, and 
godly religious men ſhall be honoured and had in great 
eſtimation, both with the Magiſt aces and people: allo he 
fignifieth that men and women will diligently feek to un- 
derſtand the Occult Myſteries of the ſacred Scriptures: 
and that they will take more delight in the Ward of God 
then formerly they have done, and doubileſſe there was 
never more need then at this time, when the wrath of 
God is deſcending upon us for our ungodlineſſe: Sol is 
aſtlicting Jupiter, which threateas the death of a great 
man or men repreſented by him, and that many Nobles 
and Potentaces ſhall be ſenſible this year of many miſeries, 
he alſo imports great mortality and death of the common 
people. The 
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The Sunne entering his exaltation in that ſigne which 
poſſeſſeth the Cuſps of the middle Heaven, tells us of a 

famous man which ſhall appear in Earope ere a few years 
determine, who will level mountains, change Lawes, de- 
ſtroy Countreys, conquer Kingdomes, Nations, Cities, 
Provinces, he ſhall be very ſucceſſeful in all his ations, 
and performe notable enterpriſes, all his dayes ſhall be 
victor ious. 

It's very certaine, that the chie feſt matter intended b 
the Comet was to informe the Nations of this man hic 
ſuddenly and unexpeRedly ſhall appear in Europe, doing 
wondertul acts, and ſubduing all Nations where he comes: 
and indeed the late Eclipſe did portend the ſame, viz that 
one ſhould proceed from the North, and with the aſſi 
ſtance of common people, ſhould vanquiſh all his ene» 
mies, and that the government of all Europe ſhould come 
into the hands of one eminent perſon, and that he ſhall 
conquer and over-run many great Kingdomes : then fhall 
Fone be for ever deſtroyed, and Venice (hall for ever after 
be laid waſte: Spine, France, and many other Nations 
will then begin to tremble: and the great City under Ge- 
nini (hall he make to fir in the duſt of eternal deſolation: 
oh! the admirable ſucceeding times: two years ſhall not 
paſſe ere all Earope be ſenſible of mighty changes : great 
mutations will heppen in divers Countreys, Nobiliry 
ſhall be flaughrered , p:incipal men ruined, and Rulers, 
Goverdours, and great Porentates ſhall be made to ſufter 
by this man: and really, there is ſcarce any one which 
hath been endued with a pcophetick ſpirit, bur hath in ſome 
part of their works, hinted at ſuch a man, which ſhould in 
the latter dayes appear, doing famous acts, and curb ma · 
ny Nuion: Infomuch that one breaks ſorth, and tells us 
thus, vi x that in the later times there ſhould ariſe a Prince 
which ſhould recover the Land of Promile, reforme the 
Church, and rule all E wrope,tc. 

We will now haſten to ſpeak of Venus, and lee what ac- 
eidents ate deſigned by her influence: I finde her atthis

Venus being Lady and chief ruler af the fourth 
houſe, and now poſited in a fiery ſigne, forelheweth that 
the fruits of the earth ſhall be ſcorched by heat and di- 
neſſe, and that many Caſtles thall be demoliſhed, and 
that in divers places there will happen great dammage by 
fire, thunder and lightning ; and being fo near Merci, 
ſhe may import violent ſtormes, and great ſtore of hail, 
with many great tempeſts on the lea, and high win les, do- 
ing much hurt in divers places; ihe further tells us of 
new Lawes, new Cuſtomes, and that many pleaſing Otdi- 
nances will be ordained by our principal Rulers: alſo the 
Ggnifieth a moſt gillant time for the Clergy and Church- 
men, and that many liel) Ode: s will be eſtabliſhed in 
the Church.

bids wanton women beware of deluſions ; but I am con- 
fined, therefore I ſhall now proceed to deſcribe thoſe ac- 
cidents portended by the Moon.
